Around 800 people gathered in Sunderland’s Stadium of 
Light to enjoy a festival of music, dance and food from 
around the world as the North East of England celebrated 
its multi-cultural diversity. The festival, a family day 
organised by the Northern TUC, showed that the people in 
the North East are proud to celebrate having a community 
of mixed cultures. 


Sunderland has been the scene of violent racist incidents, 
including the death of an Iranian Asylum seeker last year 
and a recent attack on a Somali man. The BNP have 
targeted Sunderland and are expected to field a number 
of candidates in the forthcoming local elections. 

TUC General Secretary Elect, Brendan Barber, in his first 
visit North since his election said that there was no place 
for Racism in the UK and that the trade union movement 
were committed to opposing the BNP Any organisation 
that bases its campaigns on racism and inequality had no 
right to claim any kind of legitimacy in the electoral 
process. It is up all trade unionists to fight against 
fascism in all its guises. 

Northern TUC Regional Secretary, Kevin Rowan, said that 
those who fled oppression and abuse in their own country 
should feel welcome in the North East and should not be 
made the target of race hate due to the irresponsibility 
and ignorance of the right wing press. What this event 
shows more than anything else is that this Region is proud 
of its multicultural identity and that trade unions in the 
North East are determined to be at the front of the 
Campaign against fascism and racism. 

Performers at the festival included samba band Drummed 
In, steel drummers Stee! Quake, Indian dance band Four 
by Four, the Chinese Lion Dancers and bhangra group DIP 
from Birmingham.
